DEMAND FOR LABOR 


SHOWS A DECREASE 


Wisconsin Labor Market Suffers a 


Depression, But Predict Greater 


Activity in January.

Madison, Wis., Dec. 12.—The de- 


pression in the labor market noted in 
the reports of the state free employ- 
ment offices in October became more 
marked in November. For every one 
hundred jobs there were 1-15 appli- 
cants 
for 
employment during this 
......i-ii. 
iii o^i-^u^i' mere were only 


107 and in November of last year 
there were only lul applicants for 
every 100 jobs. The women's depart- 
ment of the employment offices for 
the first time in several years shows 
a greater supply 
of labor than de- 


mand. 
For every 100 women wanted 


there were 113 applicants for work 
in November, whereas a month ago 
the applicants numbered oniy 88 and 
in November, 1912, only f)M. 


Prospects for Activity. 


An unusual amount of unemploy- 


ment was reported from all parts of 
th.e state, except in the vicinity of 
Superior, 
where 
construction 
and 


woods work during the early part of 
the month absorbed many laborers. 
The prospect for December continues 
unfavorable, although in several lines 
of industn' plans for resuming activ- 
ity in January are being made. 
The 


depression 
seems 
to 
bs 
general 


throughout the country. Many work- 
ing people have come to 
Madison 


from other states expecting to find 
better conditions only to be disap- 
pointed here. 


The demand for farm hands fell off 


more than 50 per cent in November 
as compared with October and about 
the same amount as compared with 
November of last year. There was a 
still greater falling off in demand for 
building trade workers as compared 
with October, although the compari- 
son with last year shows a smaller 
reduction. 


Lumber Camps Supplied. 


General laborers for unskilled work 


are less in demand thnn last year at

administration."

Jones insisted, 
however, 
that reputable attorneys in the state

Commissioner Emery 
maintains this cannot be done, as the 
ingredient called corn syrup is the 
ordinary commercial glucose and has 
never been known as anything else. 
In its complaint 
the company tells 


how much it has spent to advertise its 
product, specifying that $125,000 has 
been expended in Wisconsin. 
Com- 


missioner Emery replied that a large 
part of this amount was spent at times 
and in such manner as to influence 
legislation in the 
company's 
favor. 


The company moved to strike out this 
part of the answer, as well as several 
other matters not considered import- 
ant or relevant.

The validity of the largest demand 


hinges upon the interpretation of the 
treaty of 1833 
between 
the govern- 


ment and 
twelve Indian tribes, in-

the Ottawas and Chippewas

recently it was supposed that 


under the terms of this treaty, the 
red men signed away all the rights 
to the land where South Chicago, with 
its gigantic steel mills and factories 
is now located, and to all the Great 
Lake Islands and to unrestricted fish- 
ing rights in lake water as well as to 
the lands of enormous value in Wis- 
consin, Illinois and Michigan.

The total amount to be collected in 
this city amounts to over a quarter of 
a million dollars. 
Taxes to be col- 
lected from real and personal prop- 
erty will be $243,137.03, while incomes 
will be taxed a total rt 
fp33,516.5G 
The personal property tn'x is used as 
an .offset for the inconib tax so that 
the actual tax collections will be less 
than the sum of the two figures given 


Items to Be Raised. 
Janesville will raise $157,215 for city 
purposes, $6,715.91 in special assess- 
ments i'or given improvements anc 
special services, $79.174.52 for state 
and county, and $33,516.66 in income 
taxes. Of the special assessments the 
largest item is for 
street 
improve- 
ment bonds, amounting to $3,656.85 
while $1,273.10 will.be raised to pay 
for oiling in those cases where settle- 
ment has not already been made. 
For the various wards real and per- 
sonal property taxes will be collected 
as follows: 
First $60,083.77; Second 


$43,966.59; Third,- $73,488.02; Fourth 
$42,633.15; Fifth. $22,605.50. 
The income tax collections by wards 
will be as follows: 
First, $9,682.31;

Valuation Fifteen Million. 
The valuation of Janesville property 
according to the 1913 assessment is 
$15,312,269, real estate being assessed 
at $11,341,790 and personal property 
at $3,970,479. The rate of taxation, as 
has been stated previously is $15.44 on 
a thousand, so that if property owners 
know what their assessed valuation is 
it is easy to figure out the amount ot 
taxes which they will have to pay.

a newspaper can't refrain from this 
kind of publicity. 


Three requests of this kind came 


to the' office yesterday and not a day 
passes but that this class of favors 
are asked. 
There are two or three 
reasons why they can not be granted. 
In the first place the mission of a 
newspaper is to publish the news. 
This is what the people pay for and 
what they demand. 


Again, a newspaper is compelled to 


be impartial,' and when it ceases to 
be this, it is no longer a. newspaper. 


Perhaps the most important reason 


is found in the fact that publicity 
acts as a warning and where crime is 
involved, and becomes a matter of 
court record, the welfare of society 
and public safety demand tli.e facts. 


The sympathy of the editor may be 


with the unfortunate, as it usually is, 
but this \vill not excuse him from a 
duty which he owes the public. The 
Gazette makes this plain 
statement, 


not as an excuse for publishing the 
news, but in explanation of an obli- 
gation which people in trouble do not 
always appreciate.

THE SIN OF ACHAN 


(The Story' 
The Book of Joshua is essentially 
historical.. It is the record of the en- 
trance upon 
and 
the conquest of 
Canaan. But on the plain narrative 
there are 
strung 
some jewels that 
flash in beauty and are at the same 
time of the highest utility for today. 
This incident 
is one, although 
it 
must be admitted that it has a for- 
bidding color, black as night and red 
as 
blood. 
In itself considered, the 
defeat at Ai was a petty affair. 
It 
was scarcely more than a predatory 
incursion, for which a very small frac- 
tion of the army was thought to be 
amply 
sufficient. 
But, in its moral 
effects, it was an irretrievable dis- 
aster. By it the Canaanites learned 
that the Israelites were not invincible. 
By it the morale of the Israelites was 
damaged. 
The hearts of the people, 
so courageous before, now became 
limp like water. 
Joshua was quick 
to learn the gravity of_the case. He 
spread the matter out before the Lord, 
with public 
and familiar tokens of 
contrition 
and an impassioned ap- 
peal. Joshua's prayer was timely, hut 
if he had 
persisted in praying be- 
yond a certain 
point it would have 
been supreme folly. God put a period 
to Joshua's prayer when he said, "Get 
thee up!" The next thing required 
was quest for the cause of defeat and 
bringing of the guilty to punishment. 
God 
Himself, in general terms, in- 
dicates the cause of the disaster, but 
He leaves it to Joshua to ferret out 
the 
particular offense and offender. 
The means 
to be employed is the 
one current in that 
day—appeal to 
lot. 
In 
this instance it was to be 
verified 
by the 
confession of the 
guilty party. Achan was the original 
grafter. 
His crime 
was essentially 
treason. He got his gain at the cost 
of his country. 
He was inordinately 
selfish. For one Babylonish garment 
he cared not that a thousand was roll- 
ed in. blood. That he might have one 
•wedge of gold, he was willing that 
fiis country should lose treasure that 
could not be counted. Achan's first 
step in his descent to hell was vanity. 
That robe of rich stuff, deeply dyed, 
shot with threads of gold and silver, 
and glinting with jewels, appealed to 
him. . His next step was cupidity. He 
quickly counted the exchange value of 
the golden wedge and the shekels of 
silver. 
But • his 
ill-gotten 
gains 
brought him only abject misery. He 
must needs be secretive at once. In- 
stead of displaying his robe, he must 
needs hide it. Instead of spending his 
wealth, he must bury it. Then came 
the sharp 
pangs 
of apprehension. 
What a night that must have been 
jiist 
before 
the fateful lot-casting! 
The 
confession, o£ Achan had 
no 
moral value. It was purely judicial— 
the 
acknowledgment of the villain 
who feels the halter draw. The pun- 
ishment of Achan was hideously con- 
dine. 
The advance of civilization is 
indicated 
by the fact that it could 
not be inflicted in our day for any 
offense 
whatever! A holocaust was 
made of him and his family, including 
even his dumb brutes. 
Possibly for 
the spectacle 
of it, he was dressed 
in the stolen 
Babylonish garment 
and made to hold the silver and gold 
in -his hands. Thus he was blotted 
out. of existence and deprived of the 
possibility of descendants,

The same course o£ 
action, either by individuals or asso- 
ciations of individuals, must bring the 
same results. Private at cost of pub- 
lic good creates conditions in which 
the.gain is useless to the possessor. 
The. -pettiest 
stockholder, who non- 
chalantly 
takes 
his dividend, is a 
party to the crime and guilty in the 
eyes of God. The process in the 
mind of a criminal, on the eve of de- 
tection or conviction, makes a fascina- 
ting study of psychology. To confess 
or not to confess—that is the ques- 
tion! 
How tenaciously he clings to 
the chance of some technical step in 
the-process by which he may escape! 
To "get awy with it" is the absorbing 
passion of the criminal. If Joshua had 
kept on reiterating his words, there 
would have been no more virtue in it 
than pasting a written prayer on a 
prayer-wheel and just leaving it to re- 
volve. Prayer 
is 
essentially com- 
munion—with self: to find one's re-, 
sources; with one's environment; to: 
find what the circumstances require; \ 
and witli God. to have the human sup-; 
ported by the divine, so that the con-. 
ditions may be met. When the pro-

was complete in Joshua, God 
Said to'him, "Get up!" 
One of the 
most superb touches of poetic genius 
appears in Hosea, when in his vision 
lie sees Isreal returning from captivi- 
ty, marching through this very Val- 
ley- of Despair and Shame—God hav- 
ing 
transmitted it into a "Door of 
Hope!" Thermopylae, Bunker Hill,. 
and Ai were defeats. Yet, in lessons 
taught and inspiration given, they 
outrank 
the most storied victories.
